She died on Friday even- 
ing, May 83d, at ten minutes of 
ten o'clock from general debility, 
at the advanced age of ninety (90) 
years and nine ('.!) months. 

Deceased was the widow of the 

late of Benjamin K. Paullln, her 

second husband, who died a Rood 
many years ago. Foui children, 
all grown up, survive her. They 
are Benjamin and Joel Panllin and 
Mrs. Hawkins and Mrs. Welch. 
For the last sixteen years, Mrs. 
Panllin had made her home with 
her youngest daughter, Mrs. Welch, 
and died there. 

Mrs. Panllin was the only sur- 
viving original pupil of the Pennsyl- 
vania Inslitution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, having entered at the open- 
ing of the school on Market, 
above 16th, Street.

streets, she had met both Gallau- 
det and Clerc. Ill her good time, 
she was one of the best known deaf 
ladies in the city, and was a leader 
in the society of the deaf. In 
church work, too. she took an early 
interest and continued a faithful 
member of All Souls' until her 
death. It was Mrs. Panllin who 
started the fund with which the 
present church of the deaf, the All 
Souls', was purchased thirteen 
I s ago. 
The good old lady contributed a 

quarter, laughingly remarking that 

she never expected to see 1 he chinch 

in reality. However, God willed 

that she should see the first thir- 
teen years of the Church's exist- 
ence. She attended service 

the church with great regularity 
until, enfeebled by age, she could
